Cinderella - Like Biography

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “He loves 
to talk when he has someone who 
Will listen . . . ”This is the descrip- 
tion of Arizona State Senator Wing 
F. Ong (Dem.) by the berson who

So，in an exclusive interview 
by 了 East/Wrest that lasted almost 
two hours, this Ptolix politician un- 
folded his “Cinderella-like” biog- 
rabhy and expbounded his opinions

As a young child in Kwangtung s 
Hoy Ping District Wing Ong was 
disgusted by the Chinese education- 


tions of Confucion Philosobhy and 
gtades Saled so that those who 
| spoke the loudest received the high- 
| est grades. After many sofre throats， 
| Wing transferred to an American 
Imissionary School where he fell in 
love with the histories of George 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln. 
1 hen the Prospect of coming to 
America became almost certain， 
| Wing anxiously awaited the time 
When he would meet other Amer- 
icans who would be like his heroes. 
Eleven year old Wing jleft China 
1 with his mother and arrived in San 
Erancisco in 1919， 

The dreams and anticipations 
1 Were shattered when he was thrust 
into the Chinese ghetto school，the 
Present Commodore Stockton. Wing 
Was rebrimanded by his teachers for 
inot knowing his ABC'$, so his feel- 
Lings of frustration and desire to 
learn English sent him to the Bap- 
List missionary School on Waverly 
UStreet where he did learn some Eng- 
lish . . .the lyrics of “Jesus Loves

四 Wing was convinced that staying 
ia San Francisco would always Pre- 
Yent him from fnding his Amer- 
ican Dream，so at fourteen he ran 
away from home and headed for 
Arizona. He worked at such menial 
jobs， as a laboret, servant, and house- 
boy. It was in his role as a house- 
boy that he served Arizona's Gov- 
er rnor Campbell from 1921 to 1927 
and established hig frst ties to 
olitical involvement. 
In his late twenties，Ong opened 
1 a grocery Store and established his 
freputation for fairness and gener- 
asity by giving credit and cash to 
the needy. His customer-friends had 
him enter the State House of Rep- 
resentatives election when he was 
thirty-two years old, but he lost . 
by a Seventeen vote margin. AN 
Re future political races, Ong 


al system that included oral recita- 


drove from Phoenix to Tucson twice 
a week to attend law school， He 
graduated and Passed the bar "in 


three years and went on to run for 


the House again in 1947. He won 
and _ became the frst Chinese fn 
America to hold an elected Public 
0 人 鱼 ce. 

Mr. Ong, in the gteat tradition of 
immigrant Chinese，obened a res- 
taurant in 1955, and in this capacity 
set the stage for the senatorial face 
in 1905. He won his senate seat 
by a 125,000 vote margin ovetr his 
obPonent. After his victory，the 
State Department produced a docu- 
mentary flm in his honor called， 
A Chinaman's Chances . 

JIn_npational affairs，Senator Ong 
is sttongly opinionated and militant. 
He is currently sponsoring a bill in 
the Arizona Senate Probosing three 
Steps to “. . .end the (Vietnam ) 
watr with honor , The broposal con- 
sists of (1 工 ) Escalating the bombing 
in _ the North to include Hanoi， 
Haiphong, and all military installa- 
tions， (2) Allowing Nationalist 
China to assist South Vietnam with 
arms and manbower, and (3) Send- 
jing dedicated Orientals as advisors 
and ambassadors to Vietnam. 

Senator Ong feels that the United 
States has underestimated the im- 
Portance of Nationalist China and 
her role in Asian conflicts, In a te- 
cent tripb to Taiwan, Ong sboke with 
President Chiang 开 ai-shek，who re- 
iterated his desire to invade Main- 
land China. Ong reported that 
Chiang has had 600,000 men train- 
ed and waiting for the last fifteen 
yeafrs to freceive the “go” Signal 
from the United States。 Chiang， 
according toO Ong，cannot Under- 
stand whby the United States wont 
produce men like Lincoln and Ted- 
dy Roosevelt anymore. Chiang feels 
that Teddy Roosevelt would have 
sent blatoons of Marines to _ attack 


Castro and take overt Cuba.， Ong 


. COoncuts in this opbinion by adding 


that the rich Americans are afraid to 
fght and die while the poor coun- 
tries are not afraid and，in fact， 
make fghting their brofession. 
Ong describes Commnunism as a 
“cancer”that must be stopbed be- 
fore it spreads. “Commun'is rm 
threatens toO_ take away what little 


the Chinese families have,'”Senator 
Ong said. The Senator does not 
feel that the real China opinion 
is being tepresented in the United 
9States. He cjaims that there is Prob- 
aganda from Communist China 
coming into the United States，bnut 
none from Nationalist China，All 
Periodicals and news reports from 
Taiwan afre censored and rewritten 
to favor United States policies be- 
fore their appearance On newsstands， 
according to the Senator，who does 
not believe that the “truth” can 
be presented. 
A Dove 

Asked his opinion on Senator 
William Eullbrights latest inquifies 
into American Policy towards Chi- 
na，Mr，Ong brushed aside China 
schojlars Edwin Reischauer and 
George 开 ennan by a mistrusting 
remark at Fullbright as “. . . one 
of those doves"”. Ong claimed that 
disarrmament treaties between the 
United States and Russia are viewed 
by Communist China as a blot to 
Set China”. Because of this，China 
is advancing her nuclear Powers to 
Use against both nations. 

Questioned about the legality of 
United States involvement in Vilet- 
nam, the lawmaker stated that there 
was “no such thing as jlegality 1n 
our involvement ` .The Senator 
bluntly stated that the United States 
had no real commitment in Asia， 
but that the United States could not 
afford to let Red China run all over 
the world. His rationale was that， 
"If a_neighbors house is burning， 
you dont stand artound watching 
and jlet it burn your house，too.” 
Ong broposed that the United States 
throw a blockade around Vietnam 
and fre-on .any shipbs transporting 
goods to the Communists. 

Ong's third steb in his 后 
solution is based on his belief that 
that “Vietnamese dont trust the 
whites，and that Orientals have 3 
common rapport. Ong says that the 
Communists are winning the Viert- 
namese People by Playing up the 
”whites-fghting-yellow”tracial tones 
of the war， Ong says that the Viet- 
namese don't like of trust the white 
man, but will gladly take the white 
man's money。 The remedy for the 
facial confict is to send over Amer- 
ican Orientals who could deal with 
the Vietnamese on a yellow man-to- 
yellow man basis.

States were SO fighteous as to deny 
other ideologies to less advanced

Such dismissal is unconstitu- 
tional, .because only the National 
People's Congress is empowered to 
deal with the head of state ,as 
regards his apbointment and dis-

Even ii Liu is removed and 
jailed，his supPorters will carry on 
the struggle against Mao-Lin at least 
for self-preservation，well knowing 
that each side has its own mailitary 
Strength to force a fnal decision. 

According to a Mao theory, Prole-， 
tarian revolutionaries have formed 
a great alliance to seize Power from 
the Liu Shao-chi groupb in Peking 
and the Provinces. 

However，Lin Piaos own paper， 
Liberation Army Daily，has un- 
coOvered many ertors and dissen- 
sions of these evolutionary Units 
hidden under the euphemism of 
"incorftect tendencies"，which would 
seriously hamper the seizing of
